Testimony 
Plan Rejected 
By President 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon says he won’t testify before the 
Watergate grand juries but he would 
be willing to work out a way to tell his 
side of the story to special prosecutor 
I>eon Jaworski. 
“The special prosecutor transmitted 
the request that I testify before the 
grand jury and on constitutional 
grounds I respectfully declined to do 
so,” the President told a news con­ 
ference Monday night. 
“I did offer, of course, to respond to 
an interrogatory that the special 
prosecutor might want to submit or to 
meet with him personally to answer 
questions and he indicated that he did 
not want to proceed in that way,” 
Nixon said. 
Jaworski had no immediate com­ 
ment Monday night. 
But it was clear that if the 
prosecutor pursued the demand for an 
historic presidential appearance 
before a grand jury, it could 
precipitate a confrontation that would 
dwarf the legal battles over access to 
White House tapes. 
Never before in American history 
has a president been asked to testify 
before a grand jury. 
Nixon already has been asked to 
appear as a witness at the California 
trial of former White House aide John 
D. 
Ehrlichman on state charges 
stemming from the burglary of the 
office of Daniel Ellsberg’s psy­ 
chiatrist. 
The President declined a request 
that he appear but has taken no 
position on whether or not he would 
respond to written questions. A 
District of Columbia judge has 
scheduled legal arguments for March 
on the order summoning Nixon to Cali­ 
fornia for the Ehrlichman trial. 
Legal experts have said they 
doubted it would be possible to force a 
President to travel across the country 
to testify at a trial. 
Whether that would apply to an 
appearance at a proceeding in 
Washington was unclear. 


Nixon Doesn't 
See impeachment 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon has declared “I do not expect to 
be impeached” and repeated he will 
not resign in a wide-ranging news 
conference in which he also said the 
chances for gasoline rationing were 
less than 50-50. 
Nixon discussed Watergate, the 
energy crisis, his income taxes and 
other subjects in a 38-minute news 
conference Monday night, his first in 
four months. 
The President also disclosed during 
the nationally broadcast session that 
he had been asked to testify before a 
Watergate grand jury but “respect­ 
fully declined to do so” on con­ 
stitutional grounds. 
In other high points Nixon also said: 
—He expects waiting lines at service 
stations to become shorter by spring 
and summer but said “the price of 
gasoline is not going down until more 
supplies of gasoline come into the 
country.” 


—‘‘I, of course, will be glad to pay 
the tax” if the SenateHouse committee 
on internal revenue taxation should 
decide that he should not have claimed 
a deduction for the gift to the govern­ 
ment of his vice presidential papers 
because documents bestowing them 
were not filed prior to repeal of a tax 
provision permitting such deductions. 
—The United States will pursue 
detente with the Soviet Union, and 
Nixon admires the courage of exiled 
Soviet author Alexander Solzhenitsyn. 
He said that in past years of con­ 
frontation Solzhenitsyn rather than 
being exiled to Western 
Europe, 
“would have been sent to Siberia or 
probably worse.” 
—“I believe that we will bring in­ 
flation under control as the year goes 
on, but I would not underestimate the 
problem. We are going to continue to 
fight it.” 
He also said that efforts to arrange a 
Middle East peace could be hampered 


if the Arabs fail to end their oil em­ 
bargo against the United States. But he 
followed this up with the assertion that 
he believed the Arabs will lift the 
embargo. 


Turning to gasoline rationing, Nixon 
said “there is a much better than even 
chance” that the country can avoid 
rationing, and he gave the credit for 
this to conservation measures un­ 
dertaken by the American people. 


On Watergate, Nixon was asked 
whether it might not be in the best 
interest of the country to have a full 
impeachment trial in the Senate. 
The President responded that it is 
his belief the House will not vote for 
impeachment proceedings and added, 
“I do not expect to be impeached.” 
The first question put to him dealt 
with the extent to which he will 
cooperate in providing materials for 
the House Judiciary Committee 
currently considering impeachment. 
Crisis Down To 'Problem' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon has downgraded the energy 
crisis to a “serious problem” and 
predicted shorter gasoline lines for 
Americans by spring and an end to the 
Arab oil embargo. 
While citing improved odds against 
gasoline rationing, Nixon pledged to 
veto the emergency energy bill now 
before Congress if it comes to him 
containing the proposed oil-price 
rollback. 
Such a measure would increase the 
fuel shortage and require “rationing 
all over the country,” Nixon declared 
in his nationally broadcast news con­ 
ference Monday night. 
He also said the administration 
would bring inflation under control by 
increasing food and fuel «supplies, 
rather than controlling prices, and 
again vowed to keep the economy from 
sinking into recession this year. 
At several points in the news con-

ference, Nixon referred to the fuel 
shortage not as a crisis, but as a 
problem. 
“Looking to the future, I believe we 
can say now that while the crisis has 
been passed, the problem remains,” 
he said. “It is a serious problem, but it 
is one that can be dealt with ...” 
The President gave no date when he 
thought the embargo would be lifted, 
but he said he believes it is in the best 
interests of the Arab nations to begin 
U.S. oil shipments again. 
He said Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger’s Middle East trip to get a 
troop disengagement on the Syrian 
front will have a positive effect in 
getting the embargo lifted. 
“By the same token, if the embargo 
is not lifted, it will naturally slow down 
the efforts that we are making on the 
peace front,” Nixon said. 
Nixon opened the news conference 
with a statement on the energy crisis, 
saying that the home fuel oil shortage 
has been overcome and the nation’s 
factories kept running despite the 
shortage. 
But he said the major problem 
remaining is gasoline, noting he had 
seen the long lines “as I have driven 
around in the Miami area and also in 
the Washington area.” 
As a result of federal efforts to in­ 
crease the flow of gasoline and 
dampen consumption, “ ... I now 
believe confidently that there is a 
much better than even chance that 
there will be no need for gas rationing 
in the United States,” he said.

Ransom Demand O f Food 
For Painting Turned Down

Dutch masterpiece “ The Guitar 
Player” would be destroyed unless 
food worth half a million pounds — 
$1.15 million — is distributed within 14 
days to the poor on the Caribbean 
island of Grenada. 
nityd Harrington, deputy leader of 
the Greater London Council, said: “If 
anyone wants to talk, they have to 
approach us directly at the council. 
But I am not offering half a million to 
anyone. We haven’t got it. We are 
operating on a shoestring. We are not 
being blackmailed into any situation.” 
The value of the painting, one of less 
than 30 by Jan Vermeer that are 
known to exist, has been estimated as 
high as $4.4 million, but it is believed 
that it was not insured. It was stolen 
Saturday night from Kenwood House 
in suburban Hampstead. 


Scotland Yard said it was treating 
the ransom demand as authentic and 
believed the Patricia Hearst kidnaping 
inspired the art theft. Detectives 
pointed out that the theft occurred 
shortly after television films showed 
food distribution in California in 
response to the demands of Miss 
Hearst’s kidnapers, the Symbionese 
Liberation Army. 
The frame of the Vermeer was found 
Monday in bushes half a mile from 
Kenwood House. One comer had been 
broken off and the glass smashed, 
raising fears that the painting itself 
could have been damaged. 
The thieves broke through a barred, 
shuttered window at Kenwood House 
with a sledgehammer after padlocking 
the front doors from the outside to 
delay any attempt by the guards to 
chase them. Guards said the raid took 
less than a minute. 
Grenada, an island group with more 
than 100,000 people, gained in­ 
dependence from Britain earlier this 
month amid considerable turmoil. 
Some of the Grenadans fled to other 
islands, saying they feared per­ 
secution by Prime Minister Erie 
Gairy’s secret police.

In Hearst 
Kidnaping 


HILLSBOROUGH, Calif. (AP) - A 
fourth week of anguished waiting has 
started for the family of kidnaped 
newspaper heiress Patricia Hearst. 
“There is nothing to do and it is 
frustrating, just waiting” said Jay 
Bosworth, son-in-law of Miss Hearst’s 
father, newspaper executive Randolph 
A. Hearst. “We feel she is still alive 
and healthy.” 
The Hearst family is awaiting an 
answer from the terrorist group which 
abducted Miss Hearst, the Symbionese 
Liberation Army, to an offer of another 
$4 million in food in exchange for the 
release of the 20-year-old University of 
California coed. 
Hearst and a Hearst family foun­ 
dation have already made $2 million in 
food for California’s needy available. 
The terrorists have threatened to kill 
Miss Hearst if an attempt is made to 
rescue her. 
The SLA said it abducted her Feb. 4 
because Hearst is a “corporate enemy 
of the people.” It said she would be 
held as a “prisoner of war” until SLA 
demands for food for the needy and 
other demands not yet specified are 
met. 
The SLA had originally asked for the 
distribution of $70 of free food for each 
of California’s needy, a program which 
state officials said would cost some 
$400 million. The SLA said the food 
plan was a prerequisite to negotiations 
for Miss Hearst’s release. 


Hearst said he could not meet such a 
demand and went ahead with a plan 
for the $2 million giveaway. 


But the SLA said $2 million wouldn’t 
be enough and demanded that Hearst 
put another $4 million into the food 
plan. The terrorists said failure to 
comply would mean a cutoff in com­ 
munication. 
The Hearst Corp. agreed to put up $2 
million if Miss Hearst is freed im­ 
mediately, plus another $2 million in 
January 1975.

Bakers previously had warned bread 
prices could climb to $1 a loaf by 
spring if the grain drain continues. 
Export sales in the United States are 
handled by private companies which 
are free to sell to foreign customers.

He indicated that central planning, 
long abhorred by a nation of priv ate 
interests that preferred to do their own 
research and marketing, might now be 
required in the national interest. 
“ It seems to me that the de­ 
v elopments now taking place in 
gov ernment indicates the need,” said 
Connor, referring to plans now being 
dev eloped by oil consuming nations to 
help each other in times of scarcity . 
“ In order to do this the United States 
would hav e to hav e the power to seize 
from priv ate owners, and sell or giv e 
to countries on an emergency basis.” 
But, he continued, “ nobody is ev en 
thinking about how does the United 
States gov ernment get that seizure 
power.” Nor, he suggested, is any 
serious thought being giv en to the al­ 
ternativ es to that ev entuality . 
‘‘Hopefully , we won’t hav e to 
nationalize oil and other industries, but 
at least we should begin a planning 
organization that will get the facts 
about the natural resources situation.” 
Connor, who left the J ohnson ad­ 
ministration to assume his present job, 
suggests the format might be a 
Comsat-ty pe company , federally 
chartered but not part of the gov ern­ 
mental structure. But, because of a 
strong national interest, it would ob­ 
tain funding from gov ernment as well 
as priv ate sources. 
Gov ernmental units, corporations, 
univ ersities, foundations and others 
would contract for research by the 
company , which would employ not 
only technicians and economists but 
ex perts in v arious disciplines, dr:.wn 
from business, labor, education or 
elsewhere. 
Rather than be organized to take 
action, the company would limit ac­ 
tiv ities

mendations, and perhaps to stating the 
options for action by either priv ate or 
gov ernmental groups.

Russian M ilitary Advisers 
Gain S. American Foothold

time

technicians have amved in Peru to 
train Peruvian soldiers in the use of 
T55 medium tanks bought from Russia 
last year 
Russian military advisers have been 
present in Cuba for about a dozen 
years, but never have been accepted 
by a South Amencan nation. 
Peru’s purchase of Russian tanks 
and other military hardware has 
alarmed Chile and some other neigh- 
bonng countries The appearance of 
Russian military advisers is certain to 
deepen that concern, US. military 
officials said. 
Amencan intelligence is uncertain 
how many Russian tanks and advisers 
have reached Peru. There have been 
reports that the Peruvian government 
has bought as many as 200 medium 
tanks, heavy artillery and other arms, 
and may be planning to order some 
small SA7 anti-aircraft missiles, from 
the Soviet Union. 
Russia has been trying for some 
years to gain an arms sales foothold in 
South America. 
Moscow concentrated on Chile until 
the overthrow of the leftist Allende 
government by a rightist military 
junta last fall. Despite offers of low 
price, low interest, long term arms 
deals, Russia was not able to open up a 
market there. 
Then the Soviet Union switched its 
focus to Peru, and Peruvian President 
Juan Velasco acknowledged two 
months ago that his government had 
bought tanks and other weapons from 
Russia. 
This was followed by reports that 
Chile’s new military rulers were 
negotiating with the French for the 


possible purchase of more than 40 
AMX30 medium tanks, which the 
Chilean army regards as comparable 
to the Russian armor bought by Peru. 
Meanwhile, Chilean officers asked 
for American tanks and planes, 
arguing that these new armaments are 
essential to maintain an armed 
balance with Peru. 
The Chileans have been telling 
Amencan diplomats and military men 
that the Penmans might use their new 
military muscle to try and take back 
territory lost to Chile in the War of the 
Pacific nearly IOO years ago. 
L.S. officials appear to take little 
stock in talk of a new Chilean-Penman 
war, but they are disturbed at what is 
shaping up as an arms race in Latin 
Amenca.

NEW YORK (AP) - The age of 
unlimited natural resources is coming 
to an end and that means the country 
badly needs a national planning cor­ 
poration, said John T. Connor, Allied 
Chemical chairman and former 
secretary of commerce. 
Such a corporation, independent of 
politics and staffed by the best minds 
available, would coordinate research 
into the availability of resources, 
make projections and recommend ac­ 
tion for both government and industry. 
Otherwise, he said, the danger exists 
that all powers and responsibilities 
may be usurped by a federal govern­ 
ment that feels compelled, in the 
general interest, to allocate materials 
and dictate policy. 
He indicated that central planning, 
long abhorred by a nation of private 
interests that preferred to do their own 
research and marketing, might now be 
required in the national interest. 
“It seems to me that the de­ 
velopments now taking place in 
government indicates the need,” said 
Connor, referring to plans now being 
developed by oil consuming nations to 
help each other in times of scarcity. 
“In order to do this the United States 
would have to have the power to seize 
from private owners, and sell or give 
to countries on an emergency basis.” 
But, he continued, “nobody is even 
thinking about how does the United 
States government get that seizure 
power.” Nor, he suggested, is any 
serious thought being given to the al­ 
ternatives to that eventuality. 
‘‘Hopefully, we won’t have to 
nationalize oil and other industries, but 
at least we should begin a planning 
organization that will get the facts 
about the natural resources situation.” 
Connor, who left the Johnson ad­ 
ministration to assume his present job, 
suggests the format might be a 
Comsat-type company, federally 
chartered but not part of the govern­ 
mental structure. But, because of a 
strong national interest, it would ob­ 
tain funding from government as well 
as private sources. 
Governmental units, corporations, 
universities, foundations and others 
would contract for research by the 
company, which would employ not 
only technicians and economists but 
experts in various disciplines, drawn 
from business, labor, education or 
elsewhere. 
Rather than be organized to take 
action, the company would limit ac­ 
tivities to advice and 
recom­ 
mendations, and perhaps to stating the 
options for action by either private or 
governmental groups. 


Connor, who is also a director of 
General Motors, described his idea as 
”a plan in the rough that should be 
subjected to discussion and criticism.” 
There is, he said, ‘‘a great ignorance 
on the whole subject, an international 
ignorance.” 
Assembly Eyes 
Lake Drilling 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A bdl 
banning the drilling for oil and gas in 
Lake Erie for four years is expected to 
come out of the House Interstate 
Cooperation Committee Wednesday. 
It is one of two bills on the subject 
before the committee. One would ban 
drilling until July 1,1976, and the other 
would remove the temporary ban 
currently against the exploration. 
Rep. J. Timothy McCormack, D-18 
Euclid, offered the bill to make the ban 
four years. It was originally a per­ 
manent ban, but was amended in com­ 
mittee with his approval. 
“We want to guard against slipshod 
operations,” McCormack said. ‘‘We 
want to put the legislature in a position 
to police the operations. If the energy 
crisis grows, we can always amend out 
the four year provision.” 
Ohio attempted to put a permanent 
ban on drilling four years ago, but then 
decided on a two-year period after 
meeting with other states and Canada. 
The current two-year ban, the second 
to have been adopted, ends July I. 
Rep. Ethel G. Swan beck, R-72 
Huron, has a bill that would extend the 
ban until 1976. Rep. Ronald Weyandt, 
D-43 Akron, would like to see all bans 
removed in view of the energy shor­ 
tage. 
McCormack said he thought his bill 
had a good chance of making it out of 
committee. “It would have come out 
last week, I believe, but we didn’t have 
enough members on hand to recom­ 
mend it,” he said.

In addition to salary hik es, the 
fou ndation fou nd a 147 p er cent in­ 
crease in benefits ov er the p ast fiv e 
y ears, and a general u p grading in job 
classifications. 


The fou ndation link ed the trend of 
salary hik es to the Salary Reform Act 
of 19 6 2, which sou ght to k eep U.S. pay 
scales in line with p riv ate indu stry 
comp ensation. 
Since the bill, the grou p said, the 
av erage earnings of federal civ ilian 
emp loy es hav e climbed 88 p er cent, 
comp ared with 6 6 p er cent in the 
p riv ate sector.

See Rising Cotton Exports 
Due To Shortage O f Energy 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
An 
Agriculture Department expert said 
today that U.S. cotton farmers can 
look forward to a growing export 
market, partly because of the world 
energy crunch. 
Production of synthetic fiber from 
petrochemical sources has been hit 
hard, and fertilizer will be in short 
supply and expensive in many foreign 
cotton areas, H. Reiter Webb of the 
department’s Foreign Agricultural 
Service said in a report. 
“Consequently, a large increase in 
foreign cotton consumption in the near 
future seems more likely than a com­ 
mensurately large increase in foreign 
cotton production,” Webb said. “As a 
result, the outlook for U.S. cotton 
exports is bright.” 
Although a precise estimate of 
reductions in foreign output of syn­ 
thetic fibers is impossible, Webb said, 
reports by U.S. agricultural attaches 
abroad indicate 1974 production may 
be down IO to 18 per cent from last 
year. 
Exports of U.S. cotton for the year 
t iding June 30 are estimated at 5.5 
million bales at a value of $1.3 billion.

Safeguards 
For Privacy 
Under Study 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon has called for safeguards of 
privacy to “prevent computers from 
becoming huge, mechanical, im­ 
personal robots that deprive us of our 
essential liberties.” 
Nixon named Vice President Gerald 
R. Ford as chairman of an 11-member 
panel to forge “a personal shield for 
every American ... to protect his right 
to privacy.” 
In a national radio address Satur­ 
day, the President warned that 
computer data banks kept by govern­ 
ment and private agencies pose “an 
awesome potential for harm.” 
Nixon made no reference to the 
wiretapping controversies of his ad­ 
ministration. But an accompanying 
White House fact sheet said he had 
instructed the new panel to avoid this 
area until a wiretap study commission 
formed by Congress makes its 
recommendations. 
The President said names and 
personal data about more than 150 
million Americans are now in com­ 
puter banks across the country. Nixon 
said the government alone has in­ 
formation stored in more than 7,000 
computers. 
Nixon declared: “What a person 
earns, what he owes, what he gives to 
his church or charity is his personal 
business and should not be spread 
around without his consent.” 
The high-level Domestic Council 
committee, Nixon said, will examine 
how the federal government collects 
information, how that data is protected 
and procedures to permit citizens to 
inspect and correct information held 
by public or private organizations. 
The President said he was directing 
the panel to draw up initial recom­ 
mendations for safeguards within four 
months. 
In addition to Ford, the committee 
will include six Cabinet members — 
the attorney general and secretaries of 
the treasury, defense, labor, and 
health, education and welfare. Also on 
it will be the Civil Service Commission 
chairman and the directors of the 
Office of Management and Budget, the 
Office of Consumer Affairs and the Of­ 
fice of Telecommunications Policy.

“In view of the generally tight world 
availability of fertilizer, these coun­ 
tries are likely to encounter difficulty 
in obtaining the supplies they re­ 
quire,” he said. 
Other reports by USDA show cotton 
farmers intend to plant about 14.5 
million acres this year, up about one- 
fifth from 1973. But domestic shortages 
of fuel and fertilizer also persist and 
could mean less of a harvest increase 
this year than otherwise might be 
counted on. 
Sanction Notice 
Hits Southwest 
School District 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - The 
Ohio Education Association (OEA) 
issued a sanction notice Monday 
charging the Southwest Hamilton 
Local School District of Harrison is 
“an undesirable place to work.” 
The OEA’s 30-member executive 
committee said the Southwest school 
board “has failed to guarantee every 
professional educator the right to due 
process” in its dismissal policy. 
That policy is the heart of a dispute 
involving more than IOO of the 
district’s 135 teachers who have been 
striking the school since Friday. 
An OEA study was conducted of the 
district last June. The sanction notice 
will remain in force until the board 
takes action to resolve the issues, the 
OEA said. 


Federal 
Salaries 
Skyrocket 


NEW YORK (AP) - A research 
group says that Federal government 
salaries, rising faster than the rate of 
inflation, have more than doubled 
during the last IO years to $64 billion 
annually. 
Tax Foundation Inc., a nonprofit 
group founded in 1937, reported Sun­ 
day that federal personnel costs were 
expected to reach nearly $70 billion 
during the upcoming fiscal year. 
It cited an increase of nearly $28 
billion, or about 66 per cent, in the past 
five years despite drastic military 
personnel reductions following the 
U.S. withdrawal from South Vietnam. 
In addition to salary hikes, the 
foundation found a 147 per cent in­ 
crease in benefits over the past five 
years, and a general upgrading in job 
classifications. 
The foundation linked the trend of 
salary hikes to the Salary Reform Act 
of 1962, which sought to keep U.S. pay 
scales in line with private industry 
compensation. 
Since the bill, the group said, the 
average earnings of federal civilian 
employes have climbed 88 per cent, 
compared with 66 per cent in the 
private sector.

State No-Fault Divorce Pushed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio i AP) - Ohio soon 
may hav e a new law that wou ld permit 
a married cou ple to obtain a div orce 
withou t “perju ring themselv es or each 
other,” say s Rep. Alan E. Norris, R-27 
Westerv ille. 
Norris is chief sponsor of a bill 
already approv ed by the Hou se and 
pending in the Senate which in p art 
embraces the so-called “no fau lt 
div orce law cu rrently in effect in 
California. 
The Westerv ille legislator doesn’t 
lik e his bill to be described as “no 
fau lt,” howev er, since it retains the 
right for p artners in a marriage to su e 
one another if they can not agree on the 
terms of a settlement su ch as child 
cu stody and ownership of property . 
Under his bill, if those things can be 
agreed u pon and if a man or his wife 
applies to a cou rt a ju dge wou ld be 
au thorized simply to dissolv e the mar­ 
riage. 
Present law req u ires one spou se to 
swear that the other is gu ilty of one or 
more of 10 possible grou nds for 
div orce. 
The

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio soon 
may have a new law that would permit 
a married couple to obtain a divorce 
without “perjuring themselves or each 
other,” says Rep. Alan E . Norris, R-27 
Westerville. 
Norris is chief sponsor of a bill 
already approved by the House and 
pending in the Senate which in part 
embraces the so-called “no fault” 
divorce law currently in effect in 
California. 
The Westerville legislator doesn’t 
like his bill to be described as “no 
fault,” however, since it retains the 
right for partners in a marriage to sue 
one another if they can not agree on the 
terms of a settlement such as child 
custody and ownership of property. 
Under his bill, if those things can be 
agreed upon and if a man or his wife 
applies to a court a judge would be 
authorized simply to dissolve the m ar­ 
riage. 
Present law requires one spouse to 
swear that the other is guilty of one or 
more of IO possible grounds for 
divorce.

He said the Defense 
Department had agreed to dispatch a 
search plane to the area where Gatch 
was believed to have ditched. 
According to the spokesman, Gatch 
had flares, reflecting mirrors, a strobe 
light, flashlight, emergency locator 
transmitter, a life vest, life raft and 
ample food supplies. The gondola of his 
balloon was designed to float at sea. 
Ten helium-filled balloons pulled 
Gatch aloft as he left Harrisburg, Pa., 
nine days ago. He lost one shortly after 
leaving the United States mainland. 
When sighted Thursday by the 
Spanish freighter “ Meridian,” Gatch’s 
gondola was suspended from eight 
balloons, the spokesman said. He said 
that was enough during daytime, when 
the sun’s rays heat the helium, but not 
enough to keep his craft aloft at night. 
Gatch is the son of Vice Adm. 
Thomas L. Gatch, who commanded 
the battleship South Dakota in World 
War II and was the chief investigator 
in the crash of the airship Macon in 
1935. 


Heavy Gold 
Buying Seen 
By Arabs 


LONDON (AP) — The price of gold 
continued its record rise to new heights 
today, hitting $175 dollars an ounce in 
London and $174 in Zurich. The latest 
rise came amid widespread reports 
that Arab oil producers were changing 
their dollars into the precious metal 
and some European currencies.

after 
steadying briefly Monday, slumped 
again on Europe’s money markets. It 
dropped more than two pfennigs at the 
opening in Frankfurt and two Swiss 
centimes in Zurich. 
Gold rose $5 an ounce at the opening 
of the bullion market today, having 
closed Monday at $170 in London and 
$169 in Zurich. It has risen $57.50 an 
ounce since the beginning of the year. 
London dealers reported much of 
Monday’s demand for gold appeared to 
be coming from Middle East dealers. 
They said trading was not heavy at the 
start, but demand was persistent and 
little of the metal was offered for sale. 
Foreign exchange traders reported 
large buying orders for West German 
marks and Swiss francs from the 
Middle East. They said there was one 
order last Friday for the purchase of $1 
billion worth of Swiss francs and two 
individual orders for like amounts of 
marks. 
The dollar dropped six pfennigs and 
six Swiss centimes Friday under the 
battering of deals of that size. 
The dollar dropped three centimes in 
Paris today, opening at 4.88 francs.

It won’t be the first time 
Kirby and Anderson were on 


the same team. 
Anderson was managing 
the St. Ix)uis Cardinals’ St. 
Petersburg, Fla., farm team 
when Kirby was assigned to 
the club. 
Anderson vividly recalls 
that first meeting. 
“ Kirby was so cocky, just 
like most kids right out of 
high school. The first time I 
started

was

lauderdale. He had a no- 
hitter going until the seventh 
inning. Then, some guy got a 
hit off him. 
“ You’d think the world had 
come to an end. He was just 
storming around on the 
mound. 
“ I went out there and asked 
him what was wrong. ‘They 
got a hit off me,’ fumed 
Kirby. 
“ I told him they’d get a lot 
more before he was through 
and took him out,” said 
Anderson. 
Kirby was involved in a 
more famous no-hit bid early 
in his major league career. 
He was lifted for a pinchhitter 
by San Diego 
Manager 
Preston Gomez after eight 
innings of no-hit ball. 
Kirby has set a goal of 20 


victories this year “if I stay 
healthy.” 
He has another goal too. “ I 
want to win a game in the 
World Series,” he said.

WASHINGTON (A P) — In a case 
that could affect a wide range of 
“ affirmative action” programs, the 
Supreme Court is being asked to 
decide whether law schools

Scheduled for argument today 
before the high court is the appeal of a 
Seattle youth, Marco DeFunis, who

policy of 
preference for minorities on grounds it 
served an overriding state interest — 
increasing the number of minority 
group lawyers. 
DeFunis, who had been admitted 
after a lower court struck down the 
university policy, has remained in law 
school under a stay granted by Justice 
William 0. Douglas. He is scheduled to 
graduate in June. 


His case has attracted the attention 
of law schools, labor organizations, 
civil rights groups and others who 
have filed more than a score of friend 
of the court briefs.

Last week the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment, for the first time in recent 
memory, rejected all offers by vendors 
to sell dry beans to the government for 
donation to various food program 
operations.
